PEANUTS VALUABLE 
AS A HUMAN FOOD 


AUBURN, Ala.— Peanuts are 
valuable as a food because they 
are cheap and because they are 
rich in some of the more impor- 
tant food elements, reports Mil- 
dred Simon, extension nutrition- 
ist. The most valuable nutrients 
which peanuts supply are the im- 
portant B vitamins. The peanut 
ranks as one of the richest food 
sources of thiamin, vitamin Bl. 
This is a vitamin in which the 
average American diet is defi- 
cient and is one of the greatest 
importance to health. 

Peanuts are rated as one of the 
best pellagra preventive foods 
and are rich in riboflavin, vita- 
min G. 

They are a relatively good 
source of proteins, Their pro- 
teins are not so valuable as 
are those of milk, eggs and lean 
meats, but are superior to those 
of many other foods of vegeta- 


bile origin. 
Peanuts are a rich source of 
phosphorus, a mineral which is 


essential to health. They contain 
vair amounts of two other im- 
portant minerals, calcium and 
iron, 

It is well to remember that 
some of the B vitamins are killed 
by cooking. For that reason 
raw peanuts contain more vita- 


mins than cooked ones, particu- 
larly those. which have been 
roasted. 


Peanuts are such a valuable 
food we should use more of them 
in our meals, They are suita- 
ble for use in any course in the 
meal,

H: A: girls 
and Evening class men in the Vic- 
toria and White Water commu- 
nities which was purchased co-op- 
cratively at a saving. This ship- 
ment was some three hundred 
trees, consisting of apple, pear, 
peach, grape, plum and pecan 
trees, which were set out at 
their homes for the purpose of 
meeting the home needs there 
by reducing the amount they will 
have to buy at the store, allow- 
ing this much fruit to be used 
somewhere else, 

You can also do your part by 
following the example now being 
set by the FF, F, A. boys, Each boy 
is improving the old orchard at 
his home by pruning, spraying 
and cleaning out the orchard in 
general, You can do the same 
thing at your home now and _ in- 
crease the life of your trees and 
also the amount of fruit that 
you will get this year, Hach boy 
stands ready and willing in his 
community to give suggestions or 
help in any way possible with 
your orchard problems. 

Here are some of the things 
that you should be doing at this 
time of year to your old orchard: 
Prune your old trees by first re- 
moving all the dead and diseased 
wood and burn it; next, cut out 
all the limbs that are rubbing and 
open up the tree so the sunlight 
can get to the fruit. Peach trees 
should be topped so they will not 
grow too high. As soon as you 
have finished pruning you should 
make plans to spray your trees 
before they start to bud, for the 
disease known as San Jose scale 
that is found on almost all peach 
trees in the South, is one thing 
that causes so many peach trees 
to die each year and can be pre- 
vented by spraying with one part 
of oil emulsion to twenty parts 
of water, The oil emulsion can 
be obtained at any seed store and 
in many cases from drug’ stores. 
Ii you do not have a sprayer 
with which to spray your trees, 
it is possible to make arrange- 
ments with the vocational teach- 
ers to borrow one of the depart- 
ment sprayers. It is necessary 
for you to be placed on the list 
so the sprayers can be kept mov-

ing from one farm to another 
and mot stay at one place longer 
than is needed. You should be 


cleaning out the weeds and grass 
that has accumulated in your or- 
chard and have it ready to ferti- 
lize as soon as you get your fer- 
tilizer in the Spring. Place in 
your budget this year more fer- 
tilizer for the home orchard and 
try to start this year to produce 
the amount of fruit your family 
needs.

PARABLES BY THE SEA

Parables as a means of conveying 
truth reached perfection in the 
hands of the Master Teacher, Jesus, 
Taking short stories of well- known 
events or facts from daily life, He 
presented profound truth in the 
most simple and attractive form. 

Except for the parable of the 
four kinds of seed which He inter- 
preted (Matt, 13;18-23), He left it to 
His listeners to make their own ap- 
plication. This has led to some dif- 
ference of opinion, but in general 
the parables are received as excel- 
lent and helpful portions of God's 
Word, 

In the two passages of Scripture 
assigned for our lesson, we have five 
parables, each with a distinctive 
message, yet together pointing out 
that there is a time of growth lead- 
ing to harvest and judgment, and 
that our gracious God has at great 
cost provided a way of redemption. 


I. Normal Growth Is Blessed 
(Mark 4:26-29). 

God is patient. He awaits the 
normal, healthy, steady growth of 
the seed. Man is so impatient he 
must have forced growth, artificial 
stimulation, and even artificial 
ripening of the fruit. 

The same attitude enters into his 
care of his children. They must get 
ahead in school beyond their years. 
They must get out and make a liv- 
ing long years before they have 
learned to make a life. Why not let 
them mature in the orderly, God- 
given way? 

The same is true in the work of 
the church. There must be imme- 
diate ‘tangible’ results or he will 
not give his support. Anyone with 
judgment knows that spiritual life 
takes time, to develop, and that 
spiritual results cannot be judged 
by physical or tangible standards. 

Seedtime, growing time, normal 
ripening, then harvest — that is 
God’s order and it is a good one, . 


fl, Abnormal Growth Is Danger- 
ous (Mark 4:30-32). 

Normally the mustard tree is a 
small plant, and when it grew into a 
great tree something abnormal had 
taken place. Birds (which always 
denote something unclean in Scrip- 
ture) came to lodge in its branches. 

Just so, Christianity was never in- 
tended to be made up of a nominally 
Christian world empire in which un- 
godly men (the dark birds of the 
evil one, Matt. 13:19) should find 
comfortable lodgment. Unfortunate- 
ly, that is just what happened te 
Christianity in the so-called conquest 
of the Roman empire at the time of 
Constantine. The results were dis- 
astrous. The same principle is evi- 
dent today in the control of much 
of the church by worldly men. 


III. Redemption Is Costly (Matt. 
13: 44-46). 

While it is true that our redemp- 
tion is worth more than anything 
else in all the world and that the 
Christian would gladly set aside (or 
would he?) everything for Christ’s 
sake, yet that does not fulfill the 
thought of this parable. After all, 
what has a sinner (whose own right- 
eousness is described in Scripture 
as ‘‘filthy rags’’) to sell in order to 
obtain redemption? And is it for 
sale? (See Eph. 2:8.) 

Obviously we here have the Sa- 
viour with His all-seeing eye and 
loving heart noting in fallen human- 
ity the pearl of great price, His own 
Church, He then gives up all the 
glory He had with the Father, 
comes to the earth, and even be- 
comes sin for us that He may bring 
us to God. 

Salvation in Christ is no little 
thing, not something which was pur- 
chased with gold or silver, but 
with the precious blood of Christ. 
We ought to value it highly, and 
because we are bought with a price 
we ought always to glorify God (I 
Cor. 6:28). 

IV. Judgment Is Certain (Matt. 
13: 47-50). 

All kinds of fisn were in the net, 
and until the cord was drawn and 
the net emptied they looked much 
alike and enjoyed much the same 
standing as ‘‘citizens’’ of the sea. 
But when they faced the fisherman 
there was a quick division, and a 
final judgment upon the bad ones. 

It is true that in God’s kingdom 
(as it is now manifested in ‘tmys- 
tery’’ in the Church) there are 
many who have come in by false 
profession, through carelessness of 
pastors or church officials, etc. They 
go through the motions, they look 
and act much like Christians (al- 
though even here they create ques- 
tions in the minds of true followers 
of Christ). The day is coming, how- 
ever, when they shall stand in judg- 
ment before the Christ whom they 
profess to love and follow. How ter- 
rible shall be their doom! 

They need not wait in fear for 
that day. They may now, today, 
make right their relationship with

FIRE HRATED POTATO 
BEDS: BARLY PLANTS 

AUBURN, ne " Fire heated 
sweet potato hotbeds will give 
plants two to three weeks earlier 
than wher bedded without heat 
as is ordinarily done on the farm, 
This will give earlier potatoes 
for eating in summer, Also, vine 
cuttings from the patches set 
from draws can be had earlier 
to give a longer growing period 
and higher yields for the 
crop. 

Some growers use manure hot- 
beds for growing potato draws, 
but this is not generally advisa- 
ble because of the danger of 
transmitting disease through the 
manure, Where manure is used 
at all precautions should be taken 
to see that it comes from mules 
and horses which have not eaten 
sweet potatoes and at least four 
inches of clean woods soil should 
be put over the manure and the 
potatoes bedded over that.

Blue ue Lupine Is Becoming 
Popular As Winter Legume 


Jumping from five seed patches 
in 1989 to more than 600 this 
year, blue lupine bids fair to be- 
come the most, popular winter 
legume in the Wiregrass Soil Con- 
servation District, according to 
D. H, James, chairman of the 
board of supervisors at HEnter- 
prise, Alabama, 

In the fall of 1939, 
Conservation Service 
five farmers in the 
District, which includes 
Dale, Geneva, Henry, 
and Pike Counties, with 100 Ibs. 
of blue lupine seed apiece for 
field trial plantings, James says. 

Seed were harvested from most 
of the seed patches the following 
spring, but a part of the acre- 
age was turned under for obser- 
vation as a green manure crop. 
Tn both cases, results were excel- 
lent, 

During the 
technicians with the Soil 
vation Service assisted farmers 
in purchasing some additional 
seed in Florida, which were ad- 
ded to the seed harvested the pre- 
vious spring to give the district 
a total of, 18,000 pounds, This 
amount was planted on 202 farms 
in the fall of 1940, 

Last spring 185,000 pounds of 
seed were harvested, and in the 
fall of 1941, 600 farmers planted 


the Wiregrass District during the 
past three years, James says, 
that blue lupine is not yet widely 
known throughout the state, 

However, farmers who have 
tried the legume almost without 
exception praise it warmly. It 
is especially valuable as a green 
manure crop for sandy lands, It 
is equal to Austrian winter peas 
and vetch in nitrogen production 
and can be substituted for these 
crops, 

When compared to peas and 
vetch, it has produced a greater 
amount of green weight in both 
early and late season cuttings. 
However, the greatest advantage 
of blue lupine over Austrian win- 
ter peas and vetch lies in the 
abundance of easily harvested 
seed which it produces, 

J. W. King of Banks, Alabama, 
planted one-fourth acre, and from 
this small acreage harvested 525 
pounds of seed, However, the 
average yield of seed is from 800 
to 1,000 pounds to the acre. 

One district cooperator, Marion 
W. Redd, of Ozark, planted 25 
pounds of seed in 1940 and in 
the spring of 1941 harvested 1,350 
pounds of seed. From 50 to 60 
pounds of seed are required to 
plant an acre,

very easily harvested. Plants can

Despite the rapid expansion of 


Wiregrass Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, and S, W. Crumpler of Ein- 
terprise, ran their plants through 
peanut pickers and got very sat- 
isfactory results. 

Like crotalaria, a summer le: 
gume for sandy soils, blue lupine 
is not relished by livestock, but 
it is proving to be extremely val- 
uable as a soil-conserving and 
soil-improving crop, and as 4 
source of cash income, 

In Houston County, W. A.. Wo- 
mack planted 30 acres last year. 
From this he harvested 28,000 
pounds of seed, He sold 12,000 
pounds for $900. The remaining 
16,000 pounds were used to seed 
additional acres this fall. 

Purely as an experiment, J. 
Albert Parrish, of Headland, 
has planted blue lupine in rows 
three feet apart, and is going to 
plant peanuts between the rows. 
If successful he will get two 
crops. instead of one. W. L. 
Grimsley of Enterprise planted 
blue lupine between rows where 
peanuts were dug and, although 
hogs have rooted the peanut rows, 
the blue lupine has not been dam- 
aged and is making a good 
growth. 

“Before Alabama farmers can 
ever plant as large an acreage of 
winter legumes as are needed, 
more seed will have to be grown 
at home,” James says, “Eiven- 
tually it is hoped that enough 
blue lupine seed will be produced 
in the district so that farmers 
will not have to send money out 
of the state for pea and vetch 
seed. Not all the farmers in the 
district are expected to grow blue 
lupine, just as all farmers do not 
plant cotton, or oats, or peanuts, 
but we hope that some will pro- 
duce sufficient seed to supply 
their own needs, while others will 
produce enough to have some for 
sale, 

“Another advantage of grow- 
ing seed at home is that when a 
farmer grows his own seed he 
will naturally plant more seed per 
acre and as a result will get bet- 
ter stands. Besides, he will save 
money by not having to buy 
seed.”

AUBURN, Ala.—Best defense 
against insects attacking truck 
crops is a well-timed offense, says 
W. A. Ruffin, extension entomol- 
cgist, in warning Alabama farm~ 
ers that if they delay ordering re- 
pair parts for dusting and spray- 
ing rigs that they may not have 
equipment ready in time for ef- 
fective action when the 1942 bug 
blitz begins. 

Now is the time to check over 
every piece of machinery that 
will be needed to prepare the soil, 
plant, cultivate, spray, dust and 
harvest the 1942 vegetable crops, 
Ruffin suggests. It is particu- 
larly important to clean last sea- 
son's insecticides out of pipes and 
nozzles, if they have not already 
been cleaned.
